GEMS WORTH $650,000 


FOUND RY WORKMAN 


Lost in Mails Recov- 


ered After Two Months, 


London, Sept. 17 —Fifty-eight pearls 


the value of which is in the neighbor 
hood of $650.000, were found on tbe 
street by a workman while on his way 
to work in Highbury, a northern dis 
trict of London.
